WHOSE “’GIZZARD“’? 

The American Medical Association met a 

couple of months ago and gave farmers the 

“once over’. Here are some of the things they 
had to say about us. 


After an excellent program of eradicating 
TB, farmers are becoming complacent about 
bovine tuberculosis and stand to lose much of 
the gains made. Look out! 

There are about 19,000 accidental deaths 
annually on American farms. More than a third 
of these occur in homes. Falls, burns, poisons, 
suffocation, firearms and drowning are the 
principal causes. Motor vehicles cause 7,000 
deaths. Only 1000 of these are in connection 
with farm work. All farm work deaths were 
placed at 4,300 a year. 

Prof. C. W. Kruze of Johns Hopkins said 
diarrheas still rank in the top five causes for 
death of infants under one year, and that water 
supply and sewage disposal were among the 
first problems which need solution for human 
welfare. 

These are just statistics—so long as they ap- 
ply to the other fellow. Other statistics tell us 
the world population is growing too fast any- 
way. Some scary writers are commencing to 
warn us that the world will be unable to feed 
itself. Then why not just let folks die and get 
run over and broken up? There might be some 
logic in that until it gets to be your “gizzard” 
or mine that is wrapped around a tree, punc- 
tured with a fork handle or “busted open” fall- 
ing down stairs. That’s different. 

Maybe we should put some of these facts in 
our “gizzards” and grind on them. Might be 
good for our health.

Farm “Water Works” 


A Measure of Your Standard of Living. Types of Pumps 
and Storage Systems Now Available. What Size Tank? 


A ‘arm water works system may 
consist of anything from a 
bucket, to dip and hoist water 
from a spring or well, to a com- 
plete miniature city water works. 
The kind of water supply and 
sewage disposal system you have 
is a fairly good indicator of your 
standard of living. 

The miniature city water 
works would consist of some or 
all of the following: 

1. A source of water supply 

2. A means for placing that 
supply under pressure 


8. Storage for reserve supply 

4, Water mains 

5. A possible treating plant 
for hard water, impurities, etc 

6. Plumbing pipes and fix- 





This is a typical shallow well water 
system with a shallow well pump. The 
Y, hp motor with pressure switch at- 
tached is mounted above the pump on 
a tilting base for tightening the V belt 
drive. The pump capacity is 375 gal- 
lons per hour and the tank holds 30 
gallons, giving about 6 gallons of wa- 
ter between starts and stops of the 
pump. 


tures in residence and other

7. Waste disposal system 

This article will deal only 
with pumps and tanks. Add to 
them an electric motor, pressure 
control switch and air volume 
control and you have that mar- 
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velous little outfit called an 
automatic water system. It is a 
small city water plant that works 
month after month without at- 
tention and at surprisingly low 
cost. 

Some pumps are built for 
shallow wells; some for deep 
wells. A shallow well is one in 
which the water stands not more 
than 22 feet below the pump 
when it is pumping. Twenty- 
two feet is the ‘approximate 
height that water can be raised 
due to the suction of the pump.

To provide 20 pounds 
pressure the water in the tank 
would have to be about 47 ft 
above the faucet. Closed tanks 
provide pressure by ‘having the 
water compress the air in the top 
of them. The tank should con- 
tain about 4-air and % water. 

Automatic water system 
pumps usually start pumping 
when the tank pressure drops to 
20 pounds pet stop when the 


pressure reaches 40 pounds, 
Between 40 and 20 pounds pres- 
sure you can draw off roughly 
1/5 the volume of the tank. 
With a 5 gallon tank you could 
draw | gallon before the pump 
starts; with a 40 gallon tank, 8 
gallons; with a 100 gallon tank, 
20 gallons. The smaller the tank, 
the more quickly you will get 
fresh water from the well. The 
larger the tank, the greater will 
be your reserve supply, and your 
pump will start less frequently, 
A combination of a pa pres- 
sure tank with a large elevated 
tank for emergencies may be 
desirable in some cases. 

With some types of water sys- 
tems a fresh water line may be 
provided in combination with a 
medium or large pressure tank. 
If there is a check valve between 
pump and tank, just attach the 
fresh water line and the pressure 
switch between the pump and 
check valve. The pump will 
then start as soon as the fresh 
water faucet is opened.

Avoid Breaking 
Fluorescent Lamps 


Fluorescent lamp tubes are 
coated on the inside with a powder 
that changes ultra-violet to visible 
light. A small part of that coating 
is beryllium. Beryllium is poison- 
ous if inhaled into the lungs or if 
it gets into open wounds.

Small Muck Drainage Outfit 


Sometime ago Wunder Broth- 
ers, Knox, Indiana, bought a 
farm of 320 acres that included 
some undeveloped muck land. 
This is rich land but needs to be

age canal high enough to have 


a free outlet ran along one side 
of the area. Laterals were dug 
through the muck at a lower 
level than the canal. The water 
in the muck land seeps into the 
lateral ditches when the water 
level in the ditches is lowered 
by pumping.

Thirty Cows For 
Efficiency 

Thirty-cow herds are the most 
eficient—more efficient than large 
herds of 100 cows—more efficient 
than small herds. That is what a 
recent study of 120 Wisconsin 
dairy farms showed. 

For large herds efficiency de- 
creases because: “Extra time re- 
quired in moving the feed and milk 
greater distances in the large barns 
and in taking the cows greater dis- 
tances to and from fields offsets 
any time savings at other jobs such 
as washing milkers and cans and 
throwing down silage. Farmers 
with herds of 100 cows or more 
have additional labor supervision 
problems and their disease control 
problems appear to be greater than 
in the smaller herds. 

“Several of these large operators 
pointed out that higher labor costs 
in recent years have made it more 
profitable to break large herds up 
into units of around 30 cows on 
separate farmsteads with one fam- 
ily on a share basis and a minimum 
of hired help caring for each herd 
separately.” 

For all herds studied, the aver- 
age time for milking was 51 man 
hours per cow per year. But, in 
the smaller herd (10-19 cows) the 
chore labor, in addition to milking, 
was 69 hours per cow, compared 





to 65 hours per cow in herds of 
about 30 cows. Similar studies 
made in New York State show the 
herd averaging about 30 cows to 
be more efficient and return a much 
larger labor income than the smaller 
herds,

Venetian blinds are not diffi- 
cult to clean—only tedious. You 
can speed this job along if you 
yse the soft dusting brush. 
Part of the difficulty of clean- 
ing blinds with a dust cloth lies 
in the fact that a cloth just 
transfers dust from one slat to 
mother.

Store Eggs Large 
End Up

of the egg should be up when 
packing eggs.

Prepare Fan For 
Season Ahead 


The summer season is prac- 
tically here. Let’s make sure 
the electric fan is ready. 

Like any other piece of house- 
hold equipment, the fan needs 
cleaning now and then for safe 
and efficient operation. 

Disconnect it, to begin with. 
To remove film the simplest and 
easiest way, wipe the blades 
with a cloth moistened in kero- 
sene. Wipe clean. Washing 
with water isn’t recommended— 
the water may get into the mo- 
tor and cause damage. Follow 
the manufacturer’s directions 
for oiling and greasing. 

Guard screens should always 
be used over a portable or floor 
model unless the fan has rubber 
blades. Felt or rubber on the 
base will prevent creeping and 
falls. If you have a fan on the 
wall, make certain it’s fastened 
securely enough to support its 
weight. 

Check the electrical connec- 
tions and cords to see that they 
are in good condition. If a fan 
fails to run, it may need to be 
taken apart by a good mechanic 
and cleaned and have its wiring 
and brushes checked. Avoid 
connecting a fan to a long ex- 
tension cord. 

A good oscillating fan, with 
at least three speed positions 
and an adjustable head for 
changing direction of air, is a 
worthwhile investment for any 
home. Given good attention it 
will give many years of worth- 
while service.

This milking parlor installation consists of a 8- 
stanchion pit type unit which permits operation of 
two milking units simultaneously. Mr. Boerger’s new 
milking parlor required less than half of the barn 
space required for stanchion housing, which leaves 
ample loafing area in the remaining part of the barn 
for expansion of the herd. Besides conserving space, 
this type of dairy building has also reduced the cost 
of installation from one-fourth to one-third as com- 
pared with the usual stanchion housing. 


Efficiency of labor is another advantage of the milk- 
ing parlor installation, according to Mr. Boerger. 
The modern milk room directly behind the milking 
parlor includes an electric milk cooler, utensil wash 
room with electric water heater, and milk can rack. 
Without bending or stooping, Mr. Boerger can milk 
25 cows in less than one hour—at the same time 
producing a higher quality of milk, since it is safely 
stored in the milk cooler within one minute after 
each cow is milked.
